Grade XI.—$100 each to the 
boy and the girl in Calgary with 
the highest standing in English, 
Social Studies, and three from 
the following: Algebra or Geom¬ 
etry, Physics or Chemistry, Latin 
or French or German. (This may 
be subject to slight alterations). 

Grade XII.—$100 each to the 
boy and the girl making the high¬ 
est average in eight Senior Mat¬ 
riculation subjects. 

McKillop Scholarships 
Open to Grade XI. pupils of 
Calgary. Four prizes of $25 each, 
one to each High School, for the 
highest standing as fixed for the 
Bennett Scholarship. This will 
not be awarded to the wanner of 
the Bennett Scholarship, but will 
revert to the second candidate. 

Coronation Bursary 
$400 payable over three years, 
while the student is in attendance 
at the University of Alberta. 

Open to children of a man or 
woman who served overseas with 
the British forces during the 
I Great War. Candidates must 
have resided ir, Alberta for at 
least three years prior to appli¬ 
cation and must be not one day 
older than 19 as at September 15 
of the year the award is made. 
Candidates must have written or 
intend to write their Grade XII. 
examinations for a complete Sen¬ 
ior Matriculation.
